condition of things agreeing with Italy's 
interests. In the meanwhile hostilities 
must continue."

The town shortly 
before that had beau attacked by the in- 
surgents, and ths garrison, without hail- 
ing the Sau Quintin battaii&u, uud taking 
them fcr tho insurgents returned for a 
socond attack, opeued upor, tham with a 
volley. The fire was returned, the bat- 
talion also believing they were attacked 
by insurgents. 
Before the blunder was 


discovered the Sau Quintin battalion had 
loat twelve killed und thirty-two wounded. 


Cherokee Bill Hanged. 


FORT SMITH. Ark., March 13. —Crawford 


Gbltluby, alias Cherokee Bill, was hanged 
yesterday afternoon in tho United States 
jail yard. He \vas cool and apparently 
cheerful when ho ascended tho scaffold. 
Cherokee Bill was but 20 years old. His 
father was a white skinned negro and his 
mother a half breed Indian. Many mur- 
ders and robbories were charged against 
him. The particular crime for which he 
was hanged was tho unorder of Ernest 
Melton, a white man. without the slight- 
est cause. Recently he killed 
guard iu attempting to escape.

A greater number of suicides was 


committed in New York last year than 
in any other city in the world. The 
list of suicides for the year comprises 
458 victims, taken from all walks of 
life, and varying in age from children 
of less than fifteen years to men and 
women nearly ninety years old. 
This 


list is the largest oa record in New 
York, although the percentage of 
suicides to the entire population is 
lower than on some previous years. 


During 1895 just closed the Utica 


(N. Y.) Herald tried to keep a record 
of all people reported to have died in 
the United States at the age of 100 
years or over. 
The total reported wai 


enviously enough, pays the Herald, 
just 100. 
Two-thirds of those were 


womec, all but four being white wo- 
men. 
Of the colored centenarians 


there were thirteen men. The oldest 
person to die was a colored man, who 
was 125. 
A white man died at St. 


Luuis who had claimed to be 140, but 
there was no proof that he was over 
121. 
Even at that age, however, he 


was the oldest white man to die during 
1895. 
The oldest white woman was 


120. 
There were fourteen 
people 


whose ages ranged from 110 to 125. 


The New York Tribune says: Some 


little time ago a famous firm of Lon- 
don solicitors found it necessary, in a 
case involving large interests, to have 
eome detective work of a difficult and 
delicate nature done in this city, and 
instead of employing the regular agen- 
cies put it in the hands of an American 
•women of good social standing in pri- 
vate life. She undertook the task, 
and has been so completely successful 
in the performance of it that the firm 
employing her has not only thanked 
her, but sent her a check for a hand- 
some sum. The employment of women 
of education and position for delicate 
work has become common in England, 
but thus far few women have been so 
employed in this country.

From Vienna comes the news of a

The light 
he uses to photograph by is produced 
what is known as a Crooke's pipe, viz: 
a vacuum glass tube with an induction 
electric current passing through it. 
The result is a light that appears to 
penetrate organic substances just as 
ordinary light passes through glass.

flOW THE BOERS FIGHT. 


GEAPHIC ACCOUNT OF THK BATTLE 


OF MAJtrLA HILL. 


Boers Carried by Storm a British 
Position Considered Impregnable 
—A Brilliant Victory. 
E 


NGLAND'S war with the Boers 
in Sonth Africa, in 1881, 
showed the ability and cour- 
age of the latter as fighters. 


An English correspondent who was 
taken prisoner bj the Boers at the 
disastrous battle of Majula Hill, in 
which General Sir George Colley, the 
British Commander, lost his life, wrote 
the following account of the British 
defeat: 


The column which left camp at 


Mount Prospect consisted of 600 men, 
all told, belonging to the Fifty-eighth, 
Sixtieth and Ninety-second Begiments 
and the Naval Brigade. The night was 
dark, and the march across an un- 
known country toilsome in the ex- 
treme. 
The troops carried eighty 


rounds of ammunition, water bottles 
and three days' provisions. 
Daylight 


was breaking when we approached the 
hill which was the object of the ex- 
pedition. 
We were six hours in ac- 


complishing what, as the orow flies, is 
a little over four miles, to the summit 
of an eminence from which we looked 
down upon a long line of Boer in- 
trenchments stretching from a point 
immediately below us to Buffalo Kiver. 
Our occupation of this hill made the 
feoer position absolutely untenable. 
The enemy's principal laager was 
about 2000 yards away. The position 
we had secured was undoubtedly one 
of immense natural strength. 


At sunrise the Boers were to be seen 


moving in their lines, but it was not 
until nearly an hour later that a party 
of mounted videites were seen trotting 
out toward the hill, upon which th3y 
evidently intended to take their stand. 
As they 
approached our outlying 


pickets fired upon them, and our pres- 
ence was for the first time discovered. 


At about 7 o'clock the Boers opened 


fire, and the bullets whistled thickly 
over the plateau. 
The men were all 


perfectly cool and confident. 
I do 


not think the possibility of the posi- 
tion being carried by storm occurred 
to anyone. 
From 7 to 11 & m. the 


Boers, who were lying all around the 
hille, maintained 
a constant 
fire. 


Their shooting was wonderfully ac- 
curate. 
The stones behind which our 


men in the front line were lying were 
hit by almost every shot. 
Our men 


only showed themselves to take an oc- 
casional shot, and accurate a^ was the 
enemy's shooting, up to 11 o'clock we 
had but five casualties. 
So far our 


position appeared perfectly safe. The 
Boers had, indeed, got between us and 
the camp; but we had three days' 
provisions, and could hold out until 
reinforcements came up. 


From 11 to 12 o'clock the enemy's 


fire continued as hot, but as harmless 


before. 
Between 12 and 1 it 


troops in the world could oil tho 
whole have behaved better as victors. 


As to the completeness of their vic- 


tory there can be no question. 
They 


carried by sheer fighting a portion 
which our general himself considered 
to be, defended by the force at his 
command, impregnable. Even now I 
can hardly understand how it was 
done, so sudden was the rush, so in- 
stantaneous the change from what we 
regarded as perfect safety in immi- 
nent peril. It cannot be denied that 
the capture of Majula Hill is.un ex- 
ploit of which any troops in the world 
might be proud. During the enemy's 
advance our men hardly caught sight 
of a single Boer. The Boers crept 
through the grass, taking advantage 
of every stone and every inequality of 
ground. 
When driven back by the 


fire at one point they would work 
around unperceived and thence open 
with heavy volleys upon us. themselves 
being all the time invisible. 


A3 
slackened, and it seemed as though the 
Boers were drawing ofl. 
This, how- 


ever, was not the case. 
The enemy, 


had been, as was afterward learned*, 
very strongly reinforcing their fight- 
ing line in preparation for an assault. 
Soon after 1 o'clock a terrific lire sud- 
denly broke forth from the right 
lower slopes of the hill, the side on 
which the firing had all along been 
heaviest. 
A tremendous rush was 


simultaneously made by the enemy. 
Our advance line was at onse nearly 
all shot or driven back upon oar main 
position. 
This position may be de- 


scribed as an oblong basin on the top 
of the hill. 
It was about 200 yards 


long by fifty broad. Oar whole force 
now lined the lim o! the basin and 
fixed bayonets to repel the assailants. 
The Boers, with shouts of triumph, 
swarmed np the sides of the hill, and 
made several attempts to carry the 
position with a rash. Each time, how- 
ever, they were driven back with the 
bayonet. 


At last the Boers, who had gathered 


near the edge of the slope, made a tre- 
mendous rush at a point beyond that 
at which they had before been attack- 
ing, and where the number of defend- 
ers was comparatively small. 
They 


burst through 
the defenders and 


poured in over the edge of the basin, 
and oar position was lost. The main 
line of our defenders, their flank 
turned and taken in reverse, made a 
rush along the plateau to endeavor to 
form and rally, but it was useless. 
With fierce shouts and a storm of bal- 
lets the Boers poured in. There was 
a wild rush, with the Boers close be- 
hind. 
The roar of ihe firing, the 


whistling of the bullets and the yells 
of the enemy cade np a din which 
seemed internal. 
All arou^l men 


were falling. Thare was no resistance 
—no halt It was a fight for life. At 
this moment I was knocked dow n by 
the rush and trampled upon, and when 
I came to my senses the Boers were 
firing over me at the retreating troops 
who were moving down the hill. Try- 
ing to rise, I was taken prisoner and 
led away, On the hiil I found the 
body of General Colley, shot through 
the head. 
After conversation with 


the Boer general I induced him to 
grant me a pass to go into our camp 
and bring out succor for the woand- 
ed. They were lying thickly both on 
the plateau and everywhere on the 
descent of the hill. The Boers were 
very civil. They took, it is true, a 
few articles I had about me, bnt no

When one of 
these little bowls was empty ifc was 
placed upon the table mouth down- 
ward.

No matter how it was treated— trundled 
along the floors, balanced carefully on 
its side, dropped suddenly upon the 
soft, thick carpet, up it rolled again 
and settled itself with a few gentle 
shakings and swayings into its place, 
like one .of those india rubber tum- 
bling dolls babies delight in. 


This, then, was the origin of our 


word tumbler, at first made of silver, 
as are ail these All Souls' tumblers. 
Then, when glass became common, 
the round glasses that stood on a flat 
base superseded the exquisitely bal- 
anced silver spheres and stole their 
names so successfully that yon have 
to go to All Souls' to see the real 
thing. —Jeweler's Circular.

She may perform labor, and 


is entitled to her wages and earnings.

BIG MANEATERS 
AS 
SEEN 
BY 
OFFICER OF THE NAVY.

T hey W on’t Attack Two Mon T ogether— 
A Splashing Scares T lio n i-F rle n d sh ip 
of Sharks an<l P ilot F ish —In stin c t of 
Sharks in Cases of D eath on Ships. 
U1 have had some experience with 
maneaters,” said a naval officer to a 
New York Sun representative, “and I 
believe with the Kanakas of Hawaii 
that sharks are cowards. 
In the 
spaco of twenty-five years of seagoing, 
a good deal of it in shark-infested 
Waters, I have never seen or heard of 
a caso where a maneater, or a whole 
school of them, for that 
niatter, 
brushed up onough nerve to tackle 
two swimming, diving or castaway 
men or boys when both stuck to­ 
gether. 
Tho most ferocious of sharks 
will attack a man only when ho is 
alone in the water, and, even then, if 


August. 
He died in loss than ten 
hours after he was stricken. 
At dawn 
of the morning he died the sea for a 
hundred yards around the ship was 
literally covered with sharks, and we 
killed many of them from tho poop 
with rifles, hitting some of them half 
a dozen times. 
Thero had boen only 
occasional sharks around the ship be­ 
fore that. 
Tho incident convinced 
the men that, if sharks didn’t know 
when a death impended on a ship, 
they had a way of finding out about it 
after the death occurred.”

NABBOW CBTBS FOB COBS?. 


Experienced corn growers do not 


•want a wide crib, as when the corn is 
very damp the air will not have free 
circulation through it. There is good 
reason for the old fashion of building 
the corn house wider at top than at 
the bottom, and with slatted sides, 
so that the over-hanging roof will 
keep out most of the rain. 
Snow, 


however, gets into corn houses of this 
shape, and as it melts it delays tbe 
drying of the corn. We once knew 
a farmer who fitted up a shield for the 
eiposed side of his corn crib, which 
was put up during snow storms, but at 
other times the slatted sides admitted 
Bun and air as usual. Hs said it 
worked well and saved more than its 
cost most years in the improvement it 
made in his corn. Where corn is wet 
frequently itsfeedmg value is lessened 
and its value for seed is reduced in 
still greater proportion.—Boston Cul- 
tivator. 


FOOD FOB P1QS. 


Corn is undoubtedly the handiest 


pig food the farm produces, but it is 
not the most suitable one. Disease 
and degeneracy are certain to follow 
in the wake of an exclusive corn diet. 
The very elements which make this 
grain the best fattening food render 
it unfit for use when bone and muscle 
are needed to build up the strong 
frame and hardy constitution required 
for profitable pork production. No 
one kind of grain contains all the ele- 
ments of animal life iii the proper 
proportion, hence the need for a well 
balanced ration. 


The best results are obtained with a 


variety of feed. 
Clover, wheat, peas. 


cats, middlings and bran, with all tbe 
spare ekim and butter milk, are per- 
haps the most satisfactory foods. 
Corn should be given in moderation. 
Abroad barley meal is regarded as the 
beat feed for the production of high- 
class pork. The best results are ob- 
tained with ground feed. 
The whole 


grain is more expensive, as it is eaten 
too rapidly to allow of proper masti- 
cation and digestion. If unground, 
the grain should besoaked for twenty- 
four hours before feeding. 


Hogs require some other succulent 


food when debarred from clover, and, 
as they do not take kindly to ensilage, 
it is necessary to supply roots. Pump- 
kins are excellent to give variety and 
furnish succulence. 
The great "value 


of juicy foods is not in the<amount of 
nourishment they contain, but in the 
stimulus they afford to the appetite, 
thereby enabling the pigs to maintain 
digestion and assimilation unimpaired. 
Salt, charcoal and ashes should be 
freely supplied, as they aid in regulat- 
ing digestion. 
They are particularly 


needed when the hogs 
are being 


pushed. 


It is important to remember that it 


is not what a hog eats but what he di- 
gests that makes the pork. 
For this 


reason the animals should be watched 
when at meals, and should never be 
allowed to overfeed. 
This is a very 


common trouble, as hogs are natur- 
ally Tery greedy. Their real wants 
can easily be discerned by noting the 
eagerness with which they come to 
their feed. 
The supply 'should be 


proportioned accordingly, and any 
surplus should at once be removed. 
In profitable pork production tbe 
aim is to have the hogs eat as much 
as possible without cloying the ap- 
petite. To do this they must be fed 
regularly and, though tempted to eat, 
must only be given what they will eat 
up clean. 


THS WISTEB DAIBY. 


It is rightly considered economical 


to draw manure to the fields daily, in 
order that its fertilizing properties 
may not be lost by leaching in the 
barnyard, writes George E. fciewell. 
There is another side to this, how- 
ever, which the writer considers of 
great importance to the successful 
prosecution of winter dairying. 
To 


allow heaps of fermenting manure to 
accumulate all winter in proximity to 
the stable, is injurious both to the 
health of the cows and the quality of 
tiie milk, - It is an evil that cuts two 
ways, and so has little that can be said ; 
in its defense. 
If winter was one nn-1 


interrupted period of frosty weather, 
the danger would be slight. 
As His, 


thaws and heavy rains daring winter 
are frequent, and turn barnyjirds into 
slush, at least those which have not 
been previously t-raveled and drained. 


The average barnyard is situated on 


a common level with tb« stable, and 
paved with natural soil and compost* 
Often too, irom additions to the Ja'ter 
what drainage there is £t-ts toward the 
stable, underneath which aaay exist a 
permanent cesspool. Such surround- 
ings taint the atmosphere, and are a 
constant menace to winter dairying. 
Thus, for a two-fold reason should 
manure be spread on the fields as fast 
as made-—to prevent the leaching 
away of fertilizing properties, and to 
keep the stable atmosphere whole- 
some and pure. 


Cows heavy with calf should be 


placed in box stalls several weeks be- 
fore the parturient period is expected. 
It is customary on first-class dairy- 


to glfe them this freedom just 


prior to calving, but a longer period 
would be clearly to the advantage of 
both mother and offspring. It should 
be remembered that in the open fields 
and pastures cows lead a natural life, 
and in the stable an artificial one. Of 
course the former practice has the ad- 
vantage in results; and any detail of 
stable care that will ameliorate the in- 
fluence of daily confinement should 
never be ignored. As dairymen we 
must study cows, their characteristics 
and natural tendencies. By conform- 
ing to their instincts and needs us ob« 
served in their natural environment, 
wo are proceeding on safe lines of 
dairy husbandry. 
Consistent with 


reasonable convenience, too much free- 
dom of movement cannot be given 
cows while confined in stable. It is 
better to box-stall them a. month be- 
fore calving, than to wait till the last 
few days. The dam will be less liable 
to complications during that trying 
ordeal, the offspring will do better, 
and the cow's subsequent milk flow be 
placed on a more steady and reliable 
basis. To get physical profit you 
must not withhold physical comfort. 
The dairyman who succeeds in regu- 
larly fnrnishing milk .with a June 
flavor can take front rank in his pro- 
fession. A natural milk flavor is the 
best flavor, and you can just as well 
have it in January as June. 


To possess, this valuable characteris- 


tic now, cast the weeds out of your 
fodder, do not feed musty grain, keep 
salt within constant reach of the cows, 
maintain pure stable .surroundings, 
brush the cows' udders before milk- 
ing, aud aerate the milk. These points 
should not be considered as extra de- 
tails on any dairy farm, but as neces- 
sary regulations never to be ignored. 
One great trouble is that so much that 
should be considered necessary rou- 
tine work in the dairy does not find a 
place on the farm programme, except 
perhaps in an irregular manner. 


Another thing: If you keep the 


young heifers off in one corner of the 
stable, and feed and care for them af- 
ter all the other animals have been at- 
tended to, and that in au indifferent 
manner, they are likely to prove poor 
property when they become milkers. 
It is a popular fallacy that young stock 
require only second-class feed and sec- 
ond-class care. I tell you, heifers 
must be treated on equal terms with 
milk cows. All the future usefulness 
of a milk animal may depend on how 
she fares before her first pregnancy. 
True, she does not need a milk-form- 
ing diet, but she requires a tissue and 
a bone forming one, for a future re- 
serve force when she becomes a cow. 
The amount of flesh on a young ani- 
mal's back does not necessarily repre- 
sent physical force, vitality, or sound 
tissue. It may be ruetBlyJat, without 
a relative development of sinew, bone 
and muscle. A heifer will stand more 
exercise than a cow, but she wants jnst 
as xvarm a stable, and should not be 
made to bow down aad worship the 
straw stack. Plenty of good hay with 
a supplement of roots, or, in this win- 
ter of hay scarcity, ensilage an3 cut 
straw, with a light grain addition, 
form excellent rations. The object 
should be to combine foods BO as to 
get growth of a sound, permanent 
character. —American Agriculturist.

For instance, cut the cold meat 
in Jong, thin slices and heat them in a 
buttered baking-dish with a sauce and 
a seasoning of salt, pepper,and a little 
mustard. Serve very hot with a gar- 
nish of fried tomatoes, or of mush- 
rooms, and a highly seasoned tomato 
sauce. Again, the slices may be well 
heated and served with a very rich 
white sauce and fried croutons of bread 
thickly spread with anchovy butter. 
Cold lamb chops are very nice if 
trimmed, spread thickly with a pouree 
of onions, dipped in egg and seasoned 
breadcrumbs and lightly boiled or 
fried, then garnished with olive or 
parsley and served with tomato sauce.

ECONOMY IN SMALI, WATS. 


The little leaks in the household ex- 


penses, says the Jenness-Miller Month- 
ly, are the most mischievous. The big 
ones are prominent enough to compel 
attention. Do you not, for example, 
trust all your tradespeople implicity? 
You can't afford to do so. The head 
servants in the Vimderbilt and Astor, 
aad other wealthy families have among 
their chief duties that of weighing the 
household supplies. Dry goods meas- 
urements in the large shops are gen- 
erally very accurate because the em- 
ployes are under strict orders to be 
exact. But grocers and butchers will 
bear watching. Get for yourself or 
your kitchen priestess a eet of meas- 
ures and some scales, and after you 
and she have learned to use them, you 
will be amazed to see how much yon 
have been paying for that yon havn't 
had. 
Even in the most reliable shops 


—so called—the weighing is very lax. 
Butchers claim that the deficiencies in 
their weights are all due to the waste 
in trimming. 
Very well, order the 


meat sent untrimmed. You will get 
fresher meat, and what you trim off 
will often give you nice bits for the 
stock pot, suet, etc. Try it and bs 
ooavinoed. 


A, quick-witted housekeeper says she 


has eared many a dollar in plumbers' 
bills by baying a force cup and learn- 
ing to handle a wrench. 
Despite 


washing soda and potash, now and then 
something nnmeltable slips through 
the sink strainer and clogs the pipe. 
All the more modern plumbing has a 
nut at the bottom of the "goose-neck," 
just below the sink. 
By setting a 


pan beneath this, and with a wrench 
loosening and then removing the cap, 
the obstruction will generally be found 
right there. Sometimes the force-cap 
applied over the strainer in the sink 
will be -sofficient to clear the pipe 
without taking the cap off the goose- 
neck. If both fail, no harm will have 
been done, but one or the other, or 
both, succeeds often enough to make 
it worth while to exercise ono's ingen- 
uity a bit. 


RECIPES. 


Prune Fie—Stew the prunes as for 


sauce, stone them and tear into small 
pieces. 
Line a deep pie dish with 


crust, fill with the prunes and sprinkle 
over half a cop of sugar and a little 
cinnamon. 
Cover with a meringue 


made of the white of one egg and two 
scant tablespoonfuls 
of powdered 


sugar. 


Broiled Potatoes—Cot cold boiled 


potatoes into lengthwise slices, about 
a quarter of an inch thick. Dip each 
slice in floor and lay them on an oys- 
ter broiler. 
Have the fire clear, and 


when both sides are nicely browned 
lay the dices on a hot dish, patting a 
small piece of batter on each slice and 
sprinkling over salt and pepper. 


Egg Vermicelli—Boil three eggs 


twenty minutes. 
Separate the yolks 


and chop the whites fine. Toast four 
slices of bread and cat into small tri- 
angles. 
Make a white sauce with one 


cap of milk, one teaspoonfal of batter, 
one heaping teaspoonfal of floor, half 
a teaspoonfal of salt and balfaealt* 
spoonful of pepper. 
Stir the whites 


into the sance and pour over the bits 
of toast arranged on a platter. 
Bab 


the yolks of the eggs through a fine 
strainer over the whole. 


Beef Boll—Take a slice of round 


steak; make a dressing with one cap 
of fine bread crumbs, one-half 
tea- 


spoonfal each of salt, summer savory 
and sage, one-half saltspoonfol of pep- 
per and one onion chopped fine. 
Moisten with milk and add a table- 
spoonful of melted batter. 
Spread 


the meat with the dressing, roll and tie 
firmly. Fry out a slice of fat pork in 
a saucepan, brown the loll in this, 
then add two cupfuls of hot water and 
simmer on the back of the stove for 
two hours. 
Remove the roll, thicken 


the liquor with floor and serve either 
on the meat or ia a gravy boat.

An Active Camjittiifn Will 
he TuslieA 
As:niii^t tho Aby8.sin)ans. 


ROMJS, March 18.—Thoproniior, Mavquis 
DL Kudini, mado a statement in rejiard to 
the batile of Adowa. 
He Pa:d that on 
March 8 General Baldissora was instructed 
to treat for peace on tho best tornis obtain- 
able and, the premier assured the house, 
the present cabinot would continuo the 
pcaco negotiations with 
prudeuco and 
dignity. 


This atatomont \vas received with ap- 
plause fron: those in favor of a peace pol- 
icy, and with criis of disgust and derision 
from the dt'piuies favoring a vigorous col- 
onial policy and a strong effort to retrieve 
the Adowa disaster 


The premier waited, smiling atthodis- 
turbaneo, until tho uproar had subsided, 
ami thun-lioTemarkcd slgniilcant)y: "But 
tho government is now convinced that in 
lieu of a treaty of peace hurriedly mado it 
•would be far preferable to first establish a 
condition of things a.-^reeing with Italy's 
interests. In tho nioanwhilo hostilities 
mast continuo." 


Tho announcement that tho Afi-ican 
campaign would b.i pushed was greeted 
with loud and continued cheering from 
the 80 called military party, and with cries 
of dissent from the peaco party. 


Later, when the premier asked for ii 
credit of MO.OOO,OUJ lire to push the war, it 
was voted unanimously. 


A Singular Spanish Blnhdor, 


H A V A N A , March 10.—A doplorablo mis- 
tak 0 has resulted in tho killing of a num* 
bor of Spanish soldiers by their follow 
Spaniards. Tho battalion of vSan Quintín 
was approaching tho town of Cano, sovon 
nUles from Havana, to savo tho buildings 
of a burning pl'mtatlon. Tho town shortly 
before that had been attacked by tho in- 
surgents, and tho garrison, without hail- 
. ing tho San Quintín battalion, and taking 
them foV tho insurgents returned for a 
soooud attacii, opened upon them with a 
volley. The firo was roturnod, tho bat- 
talion also believing they were attacked 
by insurgents. 
Boforo the blunder was 
didcovored tho San Quintín battalion had 
loafe twelve killed and thirty-two wounded.

FOUTSMITH, Ark., March 18.—Crawford 
Gbldsby, alias Chorokoo Kill, was hanged 
yesterday afternoon in tho United States 
jail yard.

Chorokoo Bill was but 20 years old. Hia 
father was a white skinned negro and his 
mother a half breed Indian. Many mur- 
ders and robberies wero charged against 
him. Tho particular orimo for which ho 
was hanged w;is tho murder of Ernest 
Molton, a white man, without tho slight- 
est cause. Recently he killed a prison 
guard in attempting to escape.
